FOR SOLDIERS ll CAMP 


April 30, 1918. 
To All Local Boards, State of Okla.; 
Gentlemen: The writer has juust 
returned from Camp Travis, Texas, 
where he was called for conference 
on matters relating to furloughing of 
soldiers to work on farms, and to 
discharges on dependency. 
In view of our letter No. 311 writ­ 
ten under date of April 13th, it was 
a matter of some surprise to learn 
that some few Local Boards appear 
to be wholly disregarding the spirit 
of the law and are asking for fur­ 
loughs for men regardless of condi­ 
tions or the man’s ability to. perform 
the service. 
It is a serious thing to bring men 
home from training camp. 
The fur­ 
loughs will not be issued for more 
than thirty days and furloughs will 
only be issued where it is made to 
appear that it is a matter of neces­ 
sity. 
Every case should be measured by 
the same measuring stick. 
The Lo­ 
cal Board should 
not 
recommend 
that a soldier be brought back from 
Camp unless, in the judgment of the 
Board, the failure of this soldier to 
return at this time, will result in a 
positive lessening of production. 
Men are not to be furloughed for 
the convenience of the farmer or to 
save him money. 
They are only to 
be furloughed when the failure to do 
so will result in raising and saving 
less food products in this state. 
I trust that this letter will suffi­ 
ciently impress you with the import­ 
ance of disapproving every applica­ 
tion for furlough not 
based 
upon 
grounds of necessity.

ITALIANS TAKE 


IHPOBTAKT POUT 


Italian Headquarters, May 13.— 
After a long period of inactivity, ow­ 
ing to weather 
conditions, 
Italian 
troops on the mountain front execut­ 
ed an operation last night capturing 
the dominating position 
of 
Monte 
Corno, destroying an elaborate sys­ 
tem of enemy defenses and taking 
IOO prisoners, two guns, a number 
of machine guns and war material. 
The action was in the Area valley 
which leads down from the Lagarina 
valley and is the main line approach 
from Trent and Rovereto. 
it was here that the Austrians at­ 
tempted to reach the Venetian plains 
in the first great offensive. 
Recently 
they have erected powerful defenses 
with battery positions built in rock 
and electrically charged and with a 
system of barbed wire entanglements. 


A new and drastic sugar order has 
just been sent out from Washington 
and received by Orel Busby, Federal 
Food Administrator for this county.

Such persons 
can only buy on a certificate issued 
from the State Food Administrators 
and all such persons hi Pontotoc 
County should write at once to C. B. 
Ames at Oklahoma City for applica- 
tiontion blanks. 
After the 
blanks 
have been filled out aud returned to 
Mr. Ames, certificates will be issued 
Then these certificates can be pre­ 
sented to retail and wholesale mer­ 
chants and sugar purchased.

Hew KAS ATTACKS 


ARE CARRIED ORT 


London, April 15.— (Correspond­ 
ence of The Associated Press)—Gar 
warfare has developed to a very con­ 
siderable extent since its first use as 
a surprise weapon by the Germans 
at the second battle of Ypres. At that 
time the gas cloud or “wave” was re­ 
leased from great cylinders of liquid 
gas embedded in the trenches and dis 
charged by pipes leading through 
the parapet. 
This form of attack has now been 
largely discarded, for it depended for 
effectiveness on the prevailing wind 
blowing from the night quarter. It 
soon became apparent that the gas 
shell was a far more important weap­ 
on than any gas cloud or wave, for 
Its action is independent of the wind 
and a continuous 
barrage 
of 
gas 
shells can be kept up so that the 
w hole target area is continuously 
poisoned. 
Though entirely surprised by the 
first German gas attack, the British 
and French quickly devised defen­ 
sive measures and every soldier was 
supplied with a gas bask. The box 
respirator which every Allied sol­ 
dier now* carries is an absolute pro­ 
tection against all forms of gas, pro-, 
vided that it is put on at the first 
alarm and iis not removed until the 
danger is past. 
But it is very difficult to fight hour 
after hour without removing the res­ 
pirator. 
There can be little speech, 
and a man can neither eat, drink 
nor smoke. During a gas attack, there 
must be as little unnecessary mov­ 
ing as possible, for 
violent 
move­ 
ments of the body are likely to dis­ 
place the mask and let a little of the 
poisoned air into the lungs. Gas Is 
now used largely by both sides, for 
the bombardment of back areas and 
lines of communication, for the sil­ 
encing of hostile batteries, and as a 


barrage previous to an infantry at­ 
tack, when their effect is often sup­ 
plemented by gas-wave discharges 
from trench cylinders. The effect of 
a gas attack is much worse and lasts 
much longer in closed spaces such as 
trenches and dugouts, aud is more 
effective in towns and villages than 
in the open. 
There are many kinds 
of gas now in common use. There 
is a purely suffocating gas; a tear 
gas, which attacks the eyes; a sneez­ 
ing gas, intended to provoke an eas­ 
ier assimilation of the poison gas 
which accompanies it; and lastly the 
mustard gas, which is an eye, lung 
and skin irritant. 
Gas shells in most cases contain a 
mixture, designed to produce a doub­ 
le effect. 
The shells are fired by 
guns of all calibre and gas “mines” 
and “torpedoes” are discharged from 
trench mortars. 
The majority of gas casualties re­ 
cover quickly, provided they have 
been only slightly exposed to the 
fumes before they put their respira­ 
tors en. 
The effects of the irritant 
mustard gas are not usually serious, 
most easels, recovering in two or 
three days. It is generally stated that 
th* gas attacks of the French and 
British are more potent even than 
those of the Germans, while the Al­ 
lies’ resfirators 
are 
much 
better 
than the German because the Ger­ 
mans have not been able to get rub­ 
ber enough to use it plentifully in 
th -se instruments. The German mask 
is of leather or treated so badly that 
German gas casualties have been in­ 
ordinately heavy. 


“Peat Cotton.** 
A material known as “peat cotton** 
is either made into cushions on which 
to rest injured limbs, or as filling for 
bandages. One difficulty about 
peat cotton is that it must be kept 
moist. When dry It crumbles Into dust 
and becomes useless. A trace of tar 
In the make-up renders peat cotton n 
valuable disinfectant.

worry!" Tho humor of It entirely es­ 
caped him. 
Then the Red Cross stepped In. Ho 
was found by an American woman 
with soma American Red Cross money 
for Just such cases, and within a few 
hours he no longer had need to worry. 
Re was sent to the mountains at La- 
mare, In the French Alps, happy In 
the knowledge that bls family was be­ 
ing cared for by these amazingly kind 
Americana 
And now the army doctor’s words 
are coming true. 
Waeltele's lung Is 
healing fa st and he ta dreaming of 
another printing shop and of living 
again some day with that little family.

There have been over 400,000 new 
cases of tuberculosis to France since 
the war started, and to cure for these 
cases and check the White Plague’s 
spread la merely one of the big Joba 
the American Red Cross has aet out to 
accomplish.

TMH WHEAT OUTLOOK 
/ The outlook for winter w heat, we 
are Informed by the Department of 
Agriculture, 
is encouraging. 
For 
those who do not know w hat winter 
wheat is, It be well to inform them 
that this is wheat so w n jn the fall. 
Spring wheat la th at which is sown 
in the spring. 
In the United States 
the winter wheat yield la usually 
much greater than the spring wheat, 
while in Canada it is just the 
reverse. 
It is thought now the yield from 
winter wheat will be not less than 
600,000,000 
bushels. 
The 
spring 
wheat will be less, but the acreage of 
the latter is considerably larger than 
last year. 
Unless some unforseen 
calamity strikes us, it appears now 
that the 1918 wheat crop will not 
mis the billion mark very far. This 
of course means that there will be 
more wheat for the armies and civil­ 
ians in Europe. 
It does not mean 
n e ce ssa rily that people at home 
should eat more wheat. 
But the tale is not yet told. Can­ 
ada is a great wheat producing coun- 
try, and Canada has been preaching 
spring sowing all the winter. 
The 
government has been furnishing seed 
at cost, and every effort has been 
made to get plenty of fertilizser for 
the acreage. 
The eastern provinces 
not accustomed to raising wheat in 
Quantities, this year has an Increased 
acreage. Given anything like a fair 
season Canada will produce several 
billion biscuits with which to knock 
the Kaiser down. 
There is another favorable sign. 
Australia has wheat stored in her 
elevators, lunch of it. 
The only 
reason it has not been shipped to 
England and France is the lack of 
shipping facilities. 
It takes a ship 
three weeks to go from Australia to 
Liverpool. It can go from New York 
in leas than a week. 
Therefore, a 
wheat from New York as it can from 
Australia. 
Hence it has been very 
essential that food supplies be found 
in America. The time factor has re­ 
tarded 
shipping 
from 
Argentina, 
though a good supply has been ship­ 
ped from the latter country. 
But now the number of ships pro­ 
duced has almost reached the num­ 
ber destroyed. 
With the menace of 
the submarine decreasing and 
the 
output of ships increasing, it is only 
a m atter of time until there will be 
plenty of ships to bring wheat from 
Australia. 
When that time comes, 
there will no longer be need for 
wheatless days. The outlook is con­ 
siderably brighter from 
a 
bread 
standpoint. For the time being, how­ 
ever, we must eat our rye bread, po­ 
tato bread, and corn bread and let 
the boys have the biscuit and pure 
wheat loaf.

Enrollment of high-school and oth­ 
er boys of between 16 and 21 years 
n the Boys' Working Reserve for 
farm work this summer had passed 
the 130,000 mark at the end of last 
week. States reporting on Saturday 
their enrollment 
figures 
to 
date 
were: 
Colorado, 6,000. 
Connecticut, 1,365. 
Idaho, 1,200. 
Kansas, 2,500. 
Nebraska, 8,000. 
Oklahoma, 5,000. 
Colorado's present figures, with 
the announcement of its Reserve offi­ 
cials that it expects to exceed its 
quota of 10,000, has met with the 
highest approbation from the nation­ 
al headquarters of the reserve. Okla­ 
homa reports that it expects to regis­ 
ter 2,000 more boys, while Idaho 
anticipates that its total will ultimate 
ly reach 5,000. 
' 
New Yolk: Active. 
New York, which was late in start­ 
ing its campaign, is now steadily en­ 
rolling its boys. The State has been 
divided into five zones, each 
in 
charge of a director, to facilitate en­ 
rollment. 
The enrollment in 
Pennsylvania 
thus far has been slow. Only 3,000 
boys have been registered, as against 
the state’s quota of 45,000 and the

Could the government spend half 
a million dollars building canteens 
at the railroad Junctions all over 
France, where French soldiers com­ 
ing back from the trenches or fur­ 
loughs might have lodging, 
food, 
baths and a rest place, all but free 
and thus return home clean and 
rested and happy and ready to go 
back, instead of returning home wet 
and hungry and lousy, and sullen— 
could the American government do 
that? 
Could the American government 
get from the commander-in-chief of 
the French army the names of all 
the French soldiers whose families 
are in want, suffering this winter 
from cold and hunger, and disease, 
and look each family up all over 
France and see that the family is 
supplied with fuel and 
food and 
shelter in plenty so that the soldier 
fighting in the trenches will feel that 
his family i scared for and will stick 
—stick—stick to the end, 
full 
of 
courage and ginger—could the Am­ 
erican government do 
that 
work 
which the American Red Cross is do­ 
ing, and spending American mon­ 
ey by the millions in doing? Well, 
hardly. 
Independence Is Efficiency. 
Before that work was six weeks 
old seine pro-German pacifist woulc 
have an injunction in the federa 
court to stop it, claiming it is un­ 
constitutional—and with some show 
of righteousness in his contention. 
Less than a week after the Italian 
break-down the American Red Cross 
was in Italy with long lines of freight 
cars loaded with surgical supplies, 
food and clothing for civilians, anc 
distributing this aid to the hospitals 
and to the hundreds of thousands o j : 
refugees, men, women and children 
fleeing before the German invaders, 
and making America felt for brother­ 
hood in northern Italy aa no other 
country ever was able to make Itself 
felt in the world before. Could the 
government have done that with paid 
workers and salaried politicians for 
the job? 
Within ten days after the Ger­ 
mans were on Italian soil, three un­ 
paid workers of the American Red 
Cross were going through Italy with 
thousands of dollars in cash—not in 
cheques but in cash—on their per­ 
sons, distributing emergency aid to 
the stricken populations of Genoa. 
Milan, Bologna, Ravena and a dozen 
smaller Italian towns. 
Red Cross Builds Up Europe. 
Again the Red Cross is helping to 
build up French and 
Belgian vil­ 
lages. A corps of skilled engineers is 
superintending the actual 
physical 
work. Hundreds of workers all over 
Europe of all countries are aiding 
the American Red Cross which is the 
clearing house of European benevol­ 
ence, to find the former owners of 
these broken 
village 
homes—ref­ 
ugees scattered to the four winds by 
the German invasion: 
American Red 
Cross money is 
bringing these people back, lending 
them money to buy furniture, their 
first stores bf food, and their first 
start in agriculture. Farm machin­ 
ery is being bought for these people 
to he paid for on the installment 
plan and to be used socially a great 
tractor for an entire neighborhood of 
farmers and seed wheat for a whole 
community under a dozen different 
kinds of credit. A government has 
to have rules. 
Government Control Inelastic. 
The Red Cross makes a different 
rule for every case if common sense 
on the spot requires a different rule.

GERMANS TRANSPORT FRENCH 
TO WORK IN RUSSIA 
Paris, Wednesday, April 3.— One 
* thousand French civilians from the 
j occupied districts of northern France 
have been sent to Russia by the Ger­ 
mans and are being forced to perform 
hard labor, according to informa­ 
tion obtained by Baron Cochin, a 
former cabinet member.

ADVOCATES DRASTIC 
I MOVE ON SUBMARINES 


London, 
April 
5.— Commander 
Carlyon, M. P., who is regarded as 
something of an authority on naval 
matters in the House of Commons, 
is of the opinion that the Admiralty 
has relied far too much on defensive 
tactics in coping with the submarine 
menace. 
“The happy position forseen for 
us, next August, by Lord Jellicoe," 
he writes, “cannot be attained ex­ 
cept by offensive tactics, which in­ 
volve the principle 
that 
barrages 
shall be laid in the sea to bar the 
exit of the German submarines, and 
all operations of 
German 
surface 
craft to clear a passage shall be pre­ 
vented by the concentration of our 
own surface craft. 
“The important thing to remem­ 
ber is that, in going and coming, 
German submarines do not move un­ 
til surface craft have cleared a chan­ 
nel. To smash the operations of the 
German surface craft against a real­ 
ly scientific, as opposed to a haphaz­ 
ard barrage, is to smash the sub­ 
marine menace. A defended barrier in 
the sea to a depth of 180 feet is per­ 
fectly feasible.

ought to be able to act in face of a 
concentrated and overwhelming na­ 
val force. Consequently, if the Brit­ 
ish and American mines are as effi­ 
cient as the simple 
German

which we captured in the first week 
of the war, if we avail ourselves to 
the full of all the other details that 
go to form a barrage, such as nets, 
microphones and other devices, we 
may then say, with absolute convic­ 
tion, that the 
submarine 
menace 
from the North Sea, 
Atlantic 
and 
Dardanelles will be smashed.from the 
date when we have performed the 
delicate and balanced operation of 
completing some hundreds of miles 
of barrage and great concentrations 
of naval forces.'* 


That many of the coal dealers of 
Oklahoma do not understand the rule 
governing the licensing of distribu­ 
tors is evidenced by the letters pour­ 
ing into the office of P. A. Norris, 
fuel administrator for Oklahoma. The 
does not require the retain dealers 
to obtain a license. Any person, part­ 
nership, corporation or association 
physically receiving, handling and de­ 
livering coal or coke to the consum­ 
ers is classed as a retail dealer and 
needs no license. 
Producers and 
miners of coal and manufacturers of 
coke, distributing exclusively their 
own product, also are not required to 
have.* license. 
“Some time ago the United States 
Fuel Administrator announced that 
on and after April I, 1918, the bus­ 
iness of jobbers and their compensa­ 
tion would be governed by new reg­ 
ulations. 
“In explanation of that announce­ 
ment, it was stated that under the 
former system various abuses sprang 
up which rendered a change in the 
rule necessary. Among these abuses 
was the organization of affiliated 
companies solely for the purpose of 
collecting the jobbers* margin, the 
“swapping of coal,** and other fictit­ 
ious trade operations which increased 
the cost of coal to the consumer. 
“The Fuel Administration recog­ 
nized that Vthe jobber is essential 
to the conduct of the coal business,** 
and undertook to determine the best 
means of assuring him a reasonable 
compensation for his services while 
at the same time preventing improp­ 
er practices. The Fuel Administra­ 
tion disclaimed any intention to elim­ 
inate the legitimate 
jobbers, 
and 
stated that it recognized their im­ 
portance to the trade.

Regulations to 
carry out the plan have been adopt­ 
ed. These regulations recognize the 
two-fold function of the jobbers. 
“Under them, he may as hereto­ 
fore purchase and resell coal for his 
own account. 
When he acts in this 
capacity .his profit is limited only 
by the regulation that he may not 
sell at any price in excess of the 
government mine price and that he 
may not make any other profit di­ 
rectly or indirectly on coal purchas­ 
ed for his own account. 
“On the other hand, 
performing 
his function of rendering service to 
the consumer or retail dealer in pro­ 
curing coal, he may, when he has 
been authorized by the dealer or con­ 
sumer, buy for them at any price not 
in excess of the government mine 
price; and ehose who choose to em­ 
ploy him for this purpose may com­ 
pensate him by paying him 
a pur­ 
chasing commission not eo exceed in 
any case the reasonable lim it fixed 
in the regulations as the maximum 
compensation for'that service. In this 
transaction he may not make any 
profit directly or 
indirectly 
other 
than his 
purchasing 
commission. 
These commissions are briefly: 15c 
on bituminous, 20c 
on 
anthracite 
coal in the East, and 30c in the 
West, and 5 per cent of the delivered 
price on smithing coal."

The boy, who was now a man, work* 
ed hard, yes, too hard. With his hairs 
less hands and his boy’s strength he 
fought almost alone the unequal fight 
•gainst want with what little help hi* 
frail mother could give. 
Mother Can Keep Children. 
One of the 70 or 80 local societies 
In France, handicapped by lack of 
funds because deluged by calls for 
help, tried to releive the fsmily by tiki 
lug away the children.
